they affiliate with certain organizations 
to which they give considerable enthu- 
siasm. they give very little of this to 
the national life. 
We do . not think 


clearly because we do not think devot- 
edly. We have got to develop in this 
country a national conscience: and it is 
now lacking, partly because of the lack 
of a 7iational intelligence. 
\Vc do not 


think in terms of a nation." 


Referring to the two enduring fact's 


of race and sex, he said that race is 
very largely a matter of prejudice. Tho 
old, exclusive aristocracy dies out. or is 
only sustained in the 'columns of the 
Transcript on Wednesdays and Satur- 
days. We are the great example of the 
melting pot. 
But if we cannot.— and 


we cannot. — amalgamate with the yel- 
low and. black races, why should we 
deny ourselves any relationship 
with

THE,FIGHTING AROUND ADRIAN- 


OPLE IS CONTINUING WITH 


GREAT VIGOR 


- PARIS, Nov H.-Then-KhUns around 
the city of Adrianople continues with 
the tfrentfat vigor, according-. to de- 
spatch from the correspondent of the 
Matin at Holla. Countless numbers of 
Bulgarians and Turks have been killed 
or wounded by the raking- volfoya of 
infantry that have been hurled at and 
from the beleaguered city. Yesterday's 
carnalities were enormous. Through- 
out the day anil long into the night 
the surrounding hills echoed and re- 
echoed with the roar of cannon and 
the crack of rlilcs until exhausted by 
their prolonged struggle the partici- 
pants ceased their sanguinary opera- 
tions for a short interval of rest. 


As had occurred nt Kataltcpec earli- 


er in thc day the lire from the Papaa- 
type fort began to gradually slat-ken. 
There also the Bulgarian siege guns 
had 'caused enormous ravages. 


Abruptly the searchlights were ex- 


tinguished at about 11 p. m. and the 


iriah Infantry stormed the fort at 


the point of the bayonet. 


Shortly before midnight they had 


become masters of the position and the 
Turks fled, leaving their dead and dy- 
ing by hundreds on the field. 


The fort on Papaztepe is one of the 


most important features of. thc defens- 
es of 
Adrianople. It commands not 


only the city itself but all the works. 


Throughout the operations Bulgar- 


ian aeroplanes llnw back and 
forth 


over the Turkish forts, bringing valua- 
ble information to thc JUulgarian gen- 
erals. 


Some interesting sidelights on the 


war worn telegraphed by another cor- 
respondent of the Matin, who had talk- 
id with .some of the- Turkish prisoners 
in tin', hands of the Bulgarians.

N. Y. Judges Want More 


Drastic Laws Passed

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Judge Swann 


and the associate judges in general 
sessions believe the law relating to 
cocaine is not drastic enough. So the 
legislature will be asked to amend the 
law so as to make certain that the 
sale of this drug is prohibited. An 
investigation has disclosed that the 
sale of cocaine in New York is on the 
increase ana that the victims of the 
habit are 
likewise 
increasing 
with 


alarming rapidity. 


The law passed in 1910, which -was 


promoted by the Rev. l-'r. Curry of 
St. James church, it was expected, 
would wipe out the evil. It provided 
that the possession of the drug, ex- 
cept by druggists and authorized per- 
sons, would be evidence of an inten- 
tion to sell cocaine. 
But the law is 


easily evaded by culprits, who contend 
that they have the drug for persona] 
use, which is not a crime. Selling- co- 
caine is a felony, but the punishment 
is only one year in prison and a line 
of 51000. 
Judge Swann last month accepted 


pleas of guilty in 21 cocaine cases, 
which, if they had been brought 
to 


trial, might have resulted in acquit- 
tals under this elastic law. 


"The "cocaine habit," said 
Judge 


Swann, "is a terrible evil, antl what is 
needed is a law similar to the Sulli- 
van Jaw, which makes it a felony to 
have a revolver. The mere possession 
is the gist of the offense. I have spok- 
en to State Senator James E. l-'olcy 
and have been assured of his co-op- 
eration. 
It is almost impossible to 


obtain a conviction under the present 
law. 
It should he amended so the 


punishment would be at least five 
years. It cannot be too severe." 
Judge Swann's 
determination 
to 


stop the sale of cocaine was strength- 
ened when it -was disclosed in court 
that a white woman arrested in a co- 
caine palace kept by "Professor" John 
Coey, a negro, at No. 34S West Fifty- 
second street, -was the young daughter 
of a prominent physician. 
Fr. Curry conducted one crusade 


against the cocaine sellers and is ready- 
to start another one. 
He yesterday-

declaring thai we arc, wholly unprepared for a war with any large power. 
"This is a ralher serious statement although it is to he taken in its relative 
sen-e. 
It is inie that ihis republic has never made any pretension to 


maintaining a liii'jro standing army same as England. France or Germany; 
but (hat is not a proof by any means, (hat we arc unprepared for war. 
In the first place so far as any sensible citizen can sec, there is no dan- 
ger of war. and we certainly believe that no government official has any 
intention to precipitate war. 


General Wood's remedy for the evils, if they arc such, of which he 


complains, would he to increase our standing army and to have the militia 
'of the fclat.es undergo special training so as to bo ready for active service 
at short notice. 


There is another way of strengthening onr national defences, and that 


is by lessening Ihr: chances of war. 
This can be done by getting rid of 


(he Philippine Islands, which have been a constant menace to the peace 
01 this country ever since they came into our possession. 


We have had more or le.-.s (rouble with thn Japanese in California, 


and in case Japan at any time should require a pretext 
for 
war, 
she 


could easily find one on the ground that her subjects arc not fairly treated. 
That would give her an excuse for an attempt lo capture the Philippine 
Islands, which we could not hold in a war with Japan without immense 
loss and sacrifice to the nation. 
A war conducted by the United Slates 


<m the other side of the hemisphere would be a different proposition from 


• one conducted against Spain in Cuba or any neighboring state. 


The bc.-l thing, therefore, for this nation to do in regard to preparing 


for war is fo get rid of (he Philippines and thereby remove, the ono cause, 
which more than any other, is liable to plunge us into an expensive war 
without, even a reasonable warning. 


It is nol so long ago since Lieut. Ilohson told us that our fleet was 


wholly inadecjiiat" for national'defence, lint our fleet is apparently large 
enough to incut every emergency that is likely to arise.
